SEC Fines Five OHénêng Students

Five McGill students were fin- 
ed a total of j(20 for offenœs 
against "good morals, ond gen- 
tlemanly conduct" at last week's 
meeting of the' Students' Execu- 
tive Council. 

The students were accused of 
such olfenses as throwing an or-: 
ange at a cheerleader, exploding 
fire-crackers and tlirowing an "ar- 
ticle" (in this case, a Ducie cup) 
at a member of the Scarlet Key 
during football games. 

"This is the first tim« any 
Coundl has attempted discipllnaiy 
action' oa an orgaiâzeâ basis", Bo^ 
belt Carswcll. Students' Society 
President, said la introducing the 
live cases.' . 

The accused were charged under 
Article SiJi, Section f&x of the Stud- 
ents' Society Constitution. 
SECTtON 

The relevant section rends : 'The 
Students' Executive Council shall 
have .the right to summon, hear 
and discipline any member of the 
Students' Society for an offense 
against the rules and regulations 
of the University or of the Stud- 
ents' Society, - 

."AiQT person a* summoned shall 
be coDfroBtea by |>enons- bearing 
witness against him and shall have 
the right .to call witnesses on his 
behalf. ' i^' f . Kf 

"The Students' Exectrtive Council 
shall be empowered by a vote 
of .not less than a tnajorlty of 
its members to Impose the pe- 
nalty of debarment from the Stud- 
cuts' Union for the xcmaindcr cf

occurcd, or to impose a fine of 
$25jOO. All disciplinary actions 
taken by the Students' Executive 
Council shall be reported to the 
Senate". 

Ihe specific charge and consti- 
tutional authority were read, to 
each of the accused. Evidence re- 
ladag to fads was then ch«n Iqt 
the member of the' ScadetiKqr 
bringing the charge, after^whi^ 
the student made his reply. 

SECOND STATEMENTS 

If, there was' any conflict, the 
tno parties each;nade second «té- 
tements. Qnestioais .were lfaen ask- 
ed by SEC membe£i.|l)etenBint- 
tion of guilt ' and' assessment at 
penalty were then made in the' 
absence of the accused. 

The first student to be tried 
was charged with throwing an «r- 
sngQ on tlie field, near a fhcrr- 
leader at tho Western ganie. 41e 
submitted depositions of- she wit-, 
nefises stating that . the oraase 
vas thrown into the stands, now- 
here aeisr the- field.- - ' 

The Council decided to . send; 
a letter of reprimand to the stud- 
ent - . 

The Chairman of the Engineer- 
ing Undergraduate Society Red and 
White Committee was the next 
accused. His offence : throwing 
fire^ctacicen.

Pun- 
ishment for breaches of public 
order and £oad morals is a valid 
legal concept" President Carswcll 
said. " ' 

Council concluded by passing a 
resolution directing that a letter 
be sent to the president of the 
Scarlet Xcy, iiiaaking the mem- 
bers of the Key for nudntaining 
order under . difficult circnmstan- 
ces.

said the present -world tension -u-as 
being caused by several political 
factors. These factors, he said, 
were the arms race, the Berlin 
problem, subversive ideological 
agression, and the colonial ques- 
tion. 

ARMS RACE 

Speaking of the arms race, the 
Ambassador said that the "main 
substantial difference that separ- 
ates the West and tlie East in the 
banning of armament,", was that 
one side wishes jreal control- and 
that the other side wishes to -"con- 
trol himself'. Dr. Amedeio went on 
to say that the amount of radio- 
activity in the atmiisphere today is 
greater tiiat it has ever been be- 
fore and that appeals by the Unit- 
ed Nations for a 'morîtorînm on 
nuclear tests have been ignored by 
the Soviet Union. 

"The race for armament is the 
result of a state of mistrust and 
fear," said the Ambassador. ''It is 
difficult for tlu> United Jilations 
to create a climate of trust, where 
thtte is sdstrust and no fear, 
where there is fear." 

He went on to say The . great 
task of the \JN., even more tlian 
It's political tasic, will be to help 
the emerging nations so tiiat the. 
as^stahce and . technical help of- . 
fcred to tiiem will not have a 
political tinge". 

In conduslon, Dr. An>edeb-said ' 
"We, who have a common patri- 
mouy of culture should join to-, 
gethcr'in a defcnce,'of those Ideals . 
-which are common to all of us. 
We must make a com man canse of 
this fight — not only for our ma- 
terial welfare but for that -which 
has been given to iis by God". 

The Russian delegation, which 
was to have been present at the 
seminar, -was unable to come. Ac- 
cording to a telegram sent by the 
Russians to the organizers of the 
Seminar, risas for entry into Can- 
ada had been "delayed and de- 
nied by the Canadian .immigra- 
,tion authorities". As of yet, this 
I has not been confirmed by th% De- 
ipartment of Immigration.

Faceless Faces 

A NNOUNCEMENT THAT the annual Fall edition of 
the Changing of the Guard will culminate No- 
vember 20 inspires us to a long overdue look at 
student government at McGiM. 

In case you didn't know the Students' Executive 
Council consists of 18 members, 12 of whom are re- 
placed in the Autumn, six in the Spring and the odd 
individual as indicated. On these individuals rests the 
responsibility of controlling one of the most liberal 
systems of student self-government in North America. 

Have 'you ever met a live SEC representative? 
Do you know even the name of your own.faculty rep ? 
Concentrating, we were able to name all of this 
year's Council, but less than half of those who served 
a year ago. 

Last Thursday morning Council aproved total 
budgetary expenditures in excess of $150,000. For 
all you know, it might have voted to turn the entire 
amount over to the Soviet Embassy and what is more, 
there is nothing you could do to prevent it, supposing 
you did find out about it from, for example, the-Doily. 

It . is highly likely, that the twelve new wheels 
who wjli emerge from the dismal process of accla- 
mation, pen-sketching and apathetic election will be 
personable, intelligent and conscientious. They will 
hove good records of service to the student body. 
They will be determined to carry on their duties 
In the finest traditions of McGill. 

. It is even more frighteningly probable that twelve, 
months hence they will in turn be replaced by an- 
other contingent of faceless caretakers ready to wear 
themselves out in the vacuum of student interest and 
awareness. 

It is not our aim to suggest that the outgoing 
Councillors have been a particularly bad lot. Indeed, 
' on the rare occasions when some new situation arose 
to 'require the exercise of independent judgement, the 
Council has acquired itself well,jx£ 

Rather, we wish to denounce a system where 
control is exercised by precedent, and habit has ousted 
responsibility in the seat of authority. Apathy Is Jhè 
consequence, and not the cause, of thé current dol- 
drums in campus llfe^ Student initiative is being 
smothered in a morass of archaic dhd out-moded 
administrative vihicles. Remedial action was overdue 
yesterday: today it is the sine qUo non of continued 
student government. 

The election of twelve new SEC representatives' 
will not, in itself, solve the problem.- But by .insist- 
ing on candidates genuinely committed to the banner 
of reform, we can insure that action will be taken. 
Our problem is not unique. A few years ago Braziliai) ^ 
voters elected a hippopotamus to high publicofFIce In 
protest against the timidity of the official candidates^ 
We feel confident that vitality can be restored* to 
McGill life without recourse to such extremes and that 
500 words to the wise will prove sufficient.

A student atsembly at McMaster. University rejected a recommendation to thp. Students' 
Council to recognize ÇUCND as a McMaster standing organization. 



' The open meeting, held last 
week, supported, the '.Councll'i de- 
cision talcen two weiBlcs' previous 
which denied official recognition to 
the group. 

Both decisions were close: the 
assembly rejected the proposal by 
101 to 93, while the council itself 
was deadlocked until the President, 
Ken Kemaghan, cast the deciding 
vote. 

The decision was taken even 
though no one could be found in 
the assembly to speak • against re> 
cognition. 

SPEECHES 

Five minute speeches were given 
by John Steele, provisional Presi- 
dent of CUCND on its behalf, and 
Ken Kernaghan on behalf of Coun- 
cil. A motion was then advanced 
by the President of the Progres- 
sive Conservative Club that the 
assembly recommend that the Stu- 
dents* Council reverse its previous 
decision. 

After the motion was presented, 
the Chairman asked for « speaker 
against the motion, and when none 
could be found, it .was put- to a 
vole. 



After the assembly, Kernaghan 
commented, . ''Stttdeats'4Council is 
happy that tne'^ McMaster' student 
body has chosen to vindicate 
Council's decision to withold offi- 
cial recognition of a McMaster 
branch of CUCND, and has shown 
its confidence in the Council in 
this decisive matter."
